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Applicant emphasizes that Slattery does not disclose the claimed feature of "providing a collaborative computing 
environment... comprising a first computing system operated by the trainee and controlling the first computing system via a second 
computing system". However, the examiner respectfully disagrees. Slattery discloses that "wiretap 902 may be implemented in the 
device communications, control, and multiplexor module 310 of the pod controller 24.. .this wire tap may permit the mentor to take 
control of the user devices in the pod so that the user can watch the instructions the monitor is sending to the user devices... Thus the 
mentor can show the user how to correctly operate the user devices to perform a task. In another embodiment, the wiretap may be 
connected to an Artificial Intelligence program that oversees the user's operation of the user devices." See Col. 7, line 62 - Col. 8, line 5. 
The mentor computer therefore controls at least one other computing device. Applicant further asserts that the mentor computer 
described in Slattery does not control a student terminal in order to interact with user devices, but instead controls user devices directly. 
The examiner disagrees. Slattery discloses that the mentor's equipment 906 runs a Telnet network application which connects to 
student network application program 32 of student terminal 12 in order to allow the mentor to monitor and collaborate with the student 
(Col. 7, lines 40-64). In addition, if not implicit, it is old and well known that "Telenet lets users to log on to... computers in another 
location and execute commands on them" (See Microsoft Windows 2000, Administering an ISP Installation) See references cited
